The worst fire in many years broke 
out in the Alberti Hotel property 
about one o'clock Sunday morning 
last, and, owing to the inflammable 
condition of the building it) burned 
very rapidly. The brigade responded 
very quicisly to the call, and did very 
creditable work in keeping the fire 
confined to. the® middle of the struc: 
ture, us on account of the many-rooms 
and construction of the building it 
was a very difficult fire to handle.

Mr. West was 
ill in bed‘at the time of the outbreak, 
and had to be removed: 

Several adjoining buildings, mostly 
stubles, werg also consumed, and it is 
miraculous that many other properties 
were saved, as there was a strong wind 
blowing at the time. Pinyon’s Hall, 
Which was in the direct course of the 
flames, ignited several times, and it 

yas thought impossible to save it, but 

a slight deviation in the direction of 
the wind aided the fire fighters, who 
were almost exhausted by their her- 
culean efforts. Other adjoining build- 
ings caught fire many times, ande it 
was with the greatest difficulty that 
they were saved. 

The cause of the fire is unknown, 
but it started in John West's ware- 
room, and quickly reached the place 
where the oils were stored, and when 
this point was: reached it was at once 
realized that the store could not be 
saved, 

The’ estimated losses are: 

John West, $25,000, insured 
$15,000. 

The Blades building, one of the first 
to be erected in Millet, and a° land 
mark, was totally destroyed, with no 
insurance. 

Mr. Eastwood sustained a loss of 
$1,000, which is covered by insurance.

ALBERTA STEERS | 
LEFT SATURDAY 
FOR OVERSEAS 


Sixty of the best steers that have 
vever been shipped out of Alberta in 
cone group, left Saturday night on 
their way to - Birkenhead, England, 
where, after their regular ten-day de- 
tention period they will be slaughter- 
‘ed for the Old Country market. These 
‘steers have been collected by the de- 
partment of agriculture of the pro- 
vince and will represent different 
types and weights, but all good steers. 
‘A dozen of these will be the purebred 
steers that were fed at the University 
cof Alberta for demonstration and ex- 
hibition purposes, and the rest are 
regular commercial cattle, bought for 
most part at the Calgary and Edmon- 
ton stock yards, and demonstrate ful- 
ly to the Alberta cattlemen what can 
be done on the farms with a little 
of the feed that grew in such abun- 


dance here last year, and for ‘hat 
matter every year. 
The heaviest of the commercial 


steers weigh about 1,750 pounds and 
ffom that they range down to about 
1,300 pounds. They include’ every 
breed, but the majority are strongly 
of Shorthorn breeding. They were 
collected at the Edmonton stock yards 
on Saturday, and ear-tagged with their 
individual weights, so it will be easy 
to ascertain how much each one his 
lost or gained in the long passage. 
It is the intention of the Hon, Duncan 
Marshall, under whose supervision the 
experiment of shipping such steers to 
Great Britain is being carried out, (9 
get every and all sorts of information 
ag to the shipping of such steers lo 
the British market and put this out to 
the public for the general assistance 
of the Alberta cattlemen, who would 
like to cater to that market, but who 
under the present uncertain condi- 
tions is not sure if he will win out or 
lose financially. Definite note will be 
made of the successful transportation 
of the different sizes of steers, as well 
“as their eventual cost and returns. 
Professor Dowell went with the 
steers, and the completeness of his 
reports is well-known, both for their 
practtcal detail and their reliability. 
Mr. Marshall intends to get all pos- 
sible advertising for Alberta cattle 
from this experimental shipment also, 
und the results are awaited with the 
keenest interest by Alberta shippers.

Every school teacher in Saskatche- 
wan and Alberta will be asked to 
help the Red Cross in its work of ed- 
ucating the nation in the peace time 
objectives of the Canadian Red Cross 


an organizer of the June 5-11 na- 
tional membership drive, announced 
today. 


“It is our intention to invite every 
teacher, man and woman, to help us 
enroll the school children in the na- 
tional organization,” she stated in an 
interview. “We have already secured 
the assurance from the provincial de- 
partments of education that they will 
be only too glad of anlopportinity to 
co-operate with us in getting the chil- 
dren, every one of them, if at all pos- 
sible, into the Junior Red Cross. As 
there are about 200,000 children in 
school in these prairie provinces, we 
look for good things from this move- 
ment, 

“This,” she continued, “is not a dol- 
lars and cents movement, but a purely 
educative one. School children, by 
and large, are not worth a dollar a 
hundred financially. \We do not want 
their money. We want their good- 
will; their sympathetic understanding 
of our work, their ready grasp of and 
affirmative attitude towards the ob- 
Jects of the Red Cross peace time or- 
ganization. Some day they will be 
men and women, doing the work that 
their parents are doing in the world. 
If they learn of the Red Cross peace 
time work during their formative 
years, all the trouble and expense of 
educating them in the objects of the 
peace time work of the society which 
are necessary now will be unnecessary 
then. We are building for the future 
in the Junior Red Cross, 

“And yet, even that is only measur- 
ably true. Among the Red Cross 
workers there is always lots to do dur- 
ing times of great stress. Imagine 
if you can, the situation should the 
city of Calgary, or any other western 
wooden city take fire and get beyond 
control, Immediately the Junior Red 


Cross would be mobilized to carry on;

IMPRISONMENT 
FOR GERMAN WHO 
KICKED PRISONERS 


Leipzig, May 29.-—A sentence of fif- 
teen months hag been demanded by 
the state prosecutor for Captain 
Mueller, the second German officer to 
be tried on criminal charges arising 
out of the conduct of the war. He is 
charged with cruelties to prisoners at 
the Flavy-Le-Martel prison camp in 
the department of the Aisne. 

The prosecutor told the high court 
which is conducting the trials that 
the case of Captain Mueller was not as 
bad as that against Sergt. Heyne who 
was sentenced to ten months’ impris- 
onment for having ill-treated British 
soldiers at the camp at Herne, West- 
phalia. Nevertheless, he said, Mueller 
was to blame for the striking and 
kicking of prisoners, the binding of 
them to stakes and for compelling sick 
prisoners to work. He held the case

USEFUL TO NORTH

Peace River, Alta., May 30—One of 
the features of the airplane service to 
the far northern oil fields inaugurated 
by the Imperial Oil company, is a 
flock of carrier pigeons which are kept 
at the aerodrome five miles out from 
Peace River.
